MEMBER OF COMPANY L
DROWNS IN THE RIVER

Kwon Soo Lee, a Korean by birth
and o mamber of Co. L, which has beon
stationed hare for several manths, wus
drowned in the North Platte river
shortly after noon Saturday. Hia
body was recovered forty minuteg af-
ter he waa seen to g0 down, and though
a physiclan was on the bank of the
river when he iwas brought in ang the
usual methods of resusitation were
employed, life could mot be brought
back.

Kwon Soo Lee, in company with
Lisut, Tracy and another member of
the Co., entered the river at the rail-
rond bridee and continued swimming
until the Lincoln highway bridge was
reached where Lieut. Tracy ang the
other man shored. The Korean con-
tinued down stream until about 600
yvards below the bridge when he iwias
soen by mon working on the bridge to
throw up his hands and disappear, Jim
Firskine, one of the brige work-
ors, jumped into a car and came to
town for a physician, while Lieut.
Tracy summonad members of the com-
pany from the camp. The latter re
sponded promptly and within ten min-
utes a dozen of them were In the rive
er soarching, and a few minutes later
they were Jolned by men from town.
Forty minutes after Kon Su Loe disap-
pearad, his body came floating in mid-
stream near one of the searchers at a
point neqrly a hoalf mile below where
he woent down.  Dr, Redfiald, who had
bheen summoned, arrived before the
body was recovered, and when it was
brought to bank applied the usual
methods of bringing back Iife but with-
out result.

The body was brought to the Der-
ryberry & Forbes mforgue where an ad-
ditional but frultless effort to restore
life was made,

Kwon Soo Lee located In Kearney os
a small boy, wasd educated in the pub-
lic schools, was exceplionally bright
Intellectually, and though a Korean,
was very popular iwiith members of the
company. He held the position of reg-
imental elerk, and hag much ability
as o mathematiclan,

The body was sent to Pt Crook,
where military honors will be given at
the funeral.
